Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The application was moved to the examiner's amended tab to be 
worked on and the examiner noticed that claim 67 did not contain the amendment that was agreed upon in the last 
interview even though applicant's summary of amendments indicated that there should have been an amendment. 
The examiner called Mr. Ahmann to confirm that the lack of amendment to claim 67 was a mistake and Mr. Ahmann 
gave the examiner permission to amend claim 67 via examiner's amendment in the manner agreed upon if an updated 
search confirms that the application was in a condition for allowance otherwise. 

The examiner notes that he started to work on the application and the next day the application was no longer in his 
amended tab to be worked on. The examiner assumes that the LIE noticed further informalities with the submission by 
applicant, removed the application from the amended tab, and sent a notice of noncompliant to applicant. Since the 
application is no longer in the examiner's amended tab, the examiner cannot continue to work on the case until it gets 
moved back there by the LIE.
